A friend in Rochester, Minnesota, who formerly livéd 
in Dansville, N.Y., as I did, sent ne a copy of your New 
York Times letter on the Hall of Fane. 


He knew it would interest me for its contents, but 


your nane increased its interest. Yhen I attended the 
University of Rochester (1908-12), RoscoeCE. Brown wis 
recognized as one of its distinguished alumni. I used 
to see hin at Alpha Delta Phi gatherings. Once we were 
on the sane train, headed for New York. Surprisingly 
he recognized me, and we had quite a chat. I assume 


that you are his son (or grandson?). 


In 1912-13 I attended Columbia Jniversity'sSchool of 
Journalism, where, years later, Roscoe Brown, Sr. was a 
professor. After Vorld War I I was in Dansville on the 
editorial staff of F.A. Owen Publishing Sompany, { éduca= 
tional Publishers)until I retired in 1960, @ontinuing 
to live in Dansville until'1983, I was a volunteer in 
several organizations, including Clara Barton Thapter No. l, 
American Red Sross, established in 1881 with Miss Barton's aid 
as the Dansville Society of the Red Cross. 


In recent years I aided the Chapter, with others, to 
gain WMiss Barton's recognition by, type Hall of Fame for 
Great Americans. (You will find ‘hame listed in the 1976 
group). How2yer, funds were not’ available for the bust and 
ceremony hetnauta have placed her in the colonade at what 
was then New York University. 


I do not have at handaa recent World Almanac which 
would list the five or more elected since then. I hope you 
Will add Miss Barton's name to the group you mention.
